INTERESTING  OUTLINE  OF  THE  EVOLUTION  OF  OUR 

OLD  RESIDENCE. 

Dr.  J.  B.  Reynolds,  March,  1928. 


THE  report  of  the  committee  ap¬ 
pointed  in  1873  to  investigate 
sites  for  the  proposed  Ontario 
School  of  Agriculture  described  in  the 
nucleus  of  the  present  Johnston  Hall: 

“A  large  stone  mansion  house  of  two 
stories  substantially  built,  well  finished 
and  covered  with  slate.” 

In  the  second  year  of  the  school,  1875, 
a  mansard  roof,  including  an  additional 
story,  was  added  to  the  school  building, 
‘‘increasing  the  residence  accommoda¬ 
tion  to  forty.” 

“At  its  meeting  in  July  (1875)  the 
Executve  Committee  of  the  Agricultural 
and  Arts  Association  for  Ontario,  or¬ 
dered  that  the  sum  of  four  thousand 
dollars,  which  had  been  voted  at  a  prev¬ 
ious  meeting,  should  be  directed  towards 
the  erection  of  a  Veterinary  School 
Building  for  the  Veterinary  Department 
of  the  School — the  building,  when  com¬ 
pleted,  to  be  handed  over  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment.  Plans  and  specifications  were 
prepared,  tenders  invited  and  accepted, 
and  a  stone  building  forty  by  fifty,  in 
height  two  stories  and  a  basement,  is  in 
the  course  of  erection,  and  will,  it  is  ex¬ 
pected,  be  ready  for  occupation  in  De¬ 
cember”  (report  1875). 

The  ground  floor  of  this  building  is 
now  the  student’s  common  room.  There 
were  then  by  the  end  of  1875  two  separ¬ 
ate  buildings,  the  central  and  the  south¬ 
ern  sections. 

In  the  same  year  the  principal  asked 


for  $13,000,  the  most  of  which  was  to 
be  spent  the  following  year  for  a  Prin¬ 
cipal’s  residence  to  form  the  second 
wing  of  the  proposed  building. 

“A  large  addition  has  this  year  been 
made  to  our  boarding-house,  giving  us 
now  accommodation  for  eighty  students. 

North  and  north  centre  wings  have 
been  added  to  the  main  college  building. 
The  former  is  40  x  50  feet,  three  stories 
in  height.  The  first  two  floors  are  in¬ 
tended  as  a  private  residence  whilst  the 
mansard  floor  is  used  as  dormitories. 
The  north  centre  wing  is  likewise  three 
stories  in  height,  42  x  53  feet  The 
ground  floor  is  used  as  a  dining  room 
and  the  other  twoj  as  dormitories.  (Re¬ 
port  1877). 

What  was  intended  by  the  principal 
as  a  principal's  residence — the  two  lower 
floors  of  the  north  wing,  became  the 
residence  of  the  ‘‘Professor  of  Agricul¬ 
ture”  and  remained  so  until  1882,  when 
the  house  occupied  by  the  late  Professor 
Toole  was  built,  and  became  and  has 
always  remained  the  residence  of  the 
Farm  Superintendent.  In  the  same  year 
the  Bursar’s  house  was  built,  which  re¬ 
mained  the  Bursar’s  house  for  forty-five 
year,  until  last  year  it  was  converted  into 
a  girl’s  residence,  now  known  as  Watson 
Hall.  In  that  same  year  also  were  built 
the  stone  dwellings  now  occupied  by 
Albert  Whiteside  and  George  Winton. 

The  president’s  report  for  1880  com- 
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pletes  the  tale  so  far  as  Johnston  Hall 
is  concerned : 

‘‘During  the  past  year  some  progress 
has  been  made ;  a  large  three  storey 
building  has  been  erected,  and  the  old 
one  very  much  enlarged  and  improved : 

J 

provision  has  been  made  for  heating  the 
whole  premises  with  steam,  and  lighting 
every  room  with  gas :  a  side- walk  has 
been  laid  from  the  College  to  the  city; 
and  the  number  of  students  has  increas- 
erl  from  92  to  130.  ” 

The  large  three-storev  building  referr¬ 
ed  to  was  the  dining-room  (1880  till 
1914)  and  two  stories  above  for  dormi¬ 
tories  (now  Grub  Alley,  and  Lower  and 
Upper  Hunt).  The  enlargement  of  the 
old  building  completed  the  original  plan 
by  filling  in  the  gap  between  the  centre 
and  the  south  wing. 

The  President's  report  in  that  year 
1880.  gives  the  uses  and  character  of 
the  completed  buildings : 

“The  college  building  is  a  plain  sub¬ 
stantial  structure  without  much  claim  to 
architectural  beauty.  Like  the  institu¬ 
tion  itself,  it  was  built  little  by  little 
without  any  very  definite  idea  of  the 
shape  it  might  ultimately  assume.  When 
the  Government  first  bought  land  and 
determined  to  establish  an  agricultural 
college,  the  architect  drew  plans  for  a 
building  which  would  have  suited  the 
purpose  exactly,  but  the  cost  seemed  too 
great  and  the  country  was  not  prepared 
for  it,  consequently  it  was  decided  seven 
years  ago  to  commence  work  with  a  few 
students  in  Air.  Stone’s  farmhouse. 
Additions  and  alterations  were  made 
from  time  to  time  as  the  number  of  stud¬ 
ents  increased,  till  the  result  is  altogeth¬ 
er  different  from  what  was  originally 
intended ;  and  though  it  is  not  what  we 


would  like,  it  nevertheless  affords  con¬ 
siderable  accommodation,  and  serves  the 
purpose  very  well. 

In  the  building,  as  it  now  stands,  there 
are  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  rooms, 
three  class-rooms,  a  reading  room,  a  lib¬ 
rary,  a  room  to  be  fitted  up  for  a 
museum,  a  laboratory,  two  offices,  a 
public  reception  room,  sixty-two  stud¬ 
ents’  dormitories,  a  large  dining-hall,  a 
servant’s  dining-room,  a  store-room, 
pantry,  kitchen,  scullery,  laundry,  dry¬ 
ing-room,  eight  bath-rooms,  nine  bed¬ 
rooms  for  servants,  the  messenger’s 
room,  a  parlor  and  bed-room  for  the 
Matron,  a  sitting-room  and  bed-room  for 
the  Assistant  Resident  Master,  nine 
rooms  in  the  left  wing  occupied  as  a 
dwelling  house  by  the  Professor  of  Agri¬ 
culture,  six  rooms  in  the  centre  occupied 
by  the  President  and  his  family,  three 
wash-rooms,  an  engine-room  and  a  coal- 
house.” 

For  the  first  twelve  years  this  building 
while  it  was  growing  and  after  it  was 
completed,  was  to  the  students  of  those 
years  the  whole  college,  the  centre  and 
circumference  of  their  material  and  in¬ 
tellectual  lives.  Here  they  lived  and 
moved  and  had  their  being.  Here  they 
ate,  slept,  attended  classes,  read,  studied, 
fought,  planned  insurrections,  formed 
friendships,  cultivated  loyalties  and  con¬ 
victions.  Gradually  in  the  growth  of 
the  college  various  interests  of  student 
life  stepped  out  from  the  old  home  and 
found  footing  in  outside  classrooms  lab- 
oratories  and  auditoriums,  but  it  is  the 
residence  life  with  its  associaions,  its 
friendships  and  enmities  that  counts 
largely  in  the  record  of  a  student’s  recol¬ 
lections,  and  for  forty-six  years  John¬ 
ston  Hall  was  the  only  residence  here 
for  students  in  agriculture. 
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Censorship 

AX  OUTSTANDING  DEBATE  IN  THE  HIST0E1  OF  THE  COLLEGE,

WE  do  not  think  we  exaggerate 
when  we  say  that  one  of 
the  most  outstanding  de¬ 
bates  in  the  history  of  the  College 
took  place  in  Memorial  Hall  on 
Wednesday,  February  6th,  when 
three  representatives  of  the  Ontario 
Agricultural  College  debated  against 
a  team  from  Western  Canada,  re¬ 
presenting  the  Universities  of  Al¬ 
berta,  Saskatchewan,  and  British 
Columbia,  on  the  subject:  “Resolved, 
that  this  House  is  opposed  to  all 
forms  of  Censorship.” 

The  chance  of  hearing  three  well 
reputed  speakers  from  the  West  de¬ 
bate  on  a  subject  which  is  interest¬ 
ing  to  all  and  sundry,  filled  Memor¬ 
ial  Hall  to  the  back  seats,  and  it  was 
much  to  the  credit  of  the  speakers 
that,  in  spite  of  the  length  of  the 
proceedings,  interest  never  flagged 
throughout  the  evening. 

With  Dr.  Stevenson  in  the  chair, 
Mr.  Bryce  Mackenzie,  B.  A.,  of  the 
University  of  Saskatchewan,  opened 
the  debate  for  the  affirmative,  with 
greetings  from  Western  Canada,  and 
a  compliment  to  the  Ontario  Agri¬ 
cultural  College  for  the  work  it  had 
done  in  the  past.  He  then  proceed¬ 
ed  to  state  the  case  for  the  affirma- 
tivetive,  arguing  along  purely 
theoretical  lines  that  the  whole  ques¬ 
tion  of  censorship  was  one  of  morals, 
and  that  the  average  individual 
knows  what  is  obscene  without  hav¬ 
ing  to  be  dictated  to  by  a  Committee 
of  men  who  might  not  be  any  more 
fitted  to  judge  than  themselves.  He 
made  one  good  point  when  he  inti¬ 
mated  that  the  home,  the  church 


and  the  school,  where  most  influence 
is  brought  to  bear  on  an  individual 
at  a  most  impressionable  age,  were 
inclined  to  become  apathetic  under 
the  censorship  regime. 

J.  W.  McCalla,  of  the  third  year, 
opening  for  the  negative,  heartily 
reciprocated  the  greetings  from 
Western  Canada,  and  proceeded  to 
put  up  a  good  argument  in  favor  of 
censorship.  Appointment  of  censor¬ 
ship  officials  was  under  the  direct 
control  of  the  people,  and  was  es¬ 
sentially  a  national  protection,  and 
particularly  was  censorship  neces- 
sarv  in  war. 

Mr.  William  J.  Master  son,  B.  A., 
of  the  University  of  British  Colum¬ 
bia,  immediately  quashed  the  war 
censorship  argument,  when  he  made 
the  point  that  if  free  and  open  dis¬ 
cussion  had  been  the  rule  there 
would  have  been  no  war  at  all.  In 
many  wTays  Mr.  Masterson  wras  the 
most  attractive  speaker  of  the  even¬ 
ing.  He  had  a  quiet,  easy  manner, 
a  pleasing  voice,  and  his  verbal  at¬ 
tack,  while  convincing  enough,  had 
a  little  more  genial  sarcasm  in  it  as 
opposed  to  the  somewhat  unmerited 
attack  by  the  last  speaker  on  the  af¬ 
firmative  side.  Mr.  Masterson  as¬ 
sured  the  audience  that  censorship 
was  based  on  a  wrong  principle  and 
that  it  involved  the  determination 
of  a  few  to  impose  their  views  on 
the  many. 

C.  E.  Mighton  continuing  for  the 
negative,  undoubtedly  delivered  the 
most  forceful  speech  of  the  evening. 
He  attacked  the  argument  of  the 
affirmative  in  vigorous  fashion,  and 
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gave  some  striking  illustrations  of 
the  licentious  and  obscene  material 
which  censorship  had  prevented 
from  being  disseminated.  Easily 
heard  and  with  an  excellent  plat¬ 
form  manner,  his  speech  suffered 
nothing  by  comparison  with  those 
of  the  more  experienced  speakers  on 
the  affirmative  side. 

Mr.  Nelson  Chappel,  B.  A.,  of  the 
University  of  Alberta,  in  winding  up 
the  arguments  for  the  affirmative, 
showed  himself  to  be  the  most  ex¬ 
perienced  debater  on  the  platform. 
On  the  other  hand  we  consider  that 
some  of  his  cynicisms  were  too 
directly  personal,  and  bordering  on 
bad  taste,  while  his  speech  had  a 
somewhat  bombastic  flavour.  How¬ 
ever,  he  made  some  excellent  points, 
and  probably  went  a  long  wrav  to¬ 
wards  influencing  the  judges  in 
favour  of  the  affirmative. 

H.  A.  Gilbert,  of  the  first  vear, 
considering  the  company  he  was  in, 
showed  up  very  wrell,  and  had  a  good 
platform  manner,  but  he  did  not  lay 
quite  enough  emphasis  on  the  main 
points  of  his  speech,  nor  did  he  at¬ 
tack  the  affirmative  arguments 
directly  enough. 

Mr.  Mackenzie  for  the  rebuttal 
summed  up  the  various  arguments 
in  favour  of  the  affirmative  in  very 
concise  form. 

The  judges,  Archdeacon  Scovil, 
Judge  R.  L.  McKinnon,  and  William 


Templeman,  Esq.,  did  not  confer, 
but  sent  in  their  respective  votes 
directly  to  the  chairman,  and  Dr. 
Stevenson,  in  announcing  the  de¬ 
cision,  awarded  the  debate  to  the 
affirmative  by  a  two  to  one  vote. 

The  team  is  to  be  congratulated  on 
their  creditable  performance,  and 
we  know  from  actual  fact  that  our 
worthy  opponents  were  more  than 
surprised  at  their  debating  ability. 
We  feel  sure  that  they  will  join  with 
us  in  expressing  our  appreciation  of 
the  indefatigable  work  of  Professor 
E.  C.  McLean,  who  coached  the  team, 
and  was  responsible  for  obtaining 
and  adapting  a  considerable  amount 
of  the  material  used.  It  was  gener¬ 
ally  agreed  that  our  team  had  de¬ 
cidedly  the  better  material  and  that 
while  the  opposing  team  had  the 
better  platform  manner  and  de¬ 
bating  ability,  it  was  no  dis¬ 
grace  to  be  beaten  by  a  team  of 
graduates  who  had  had  the  debating 
experience  of  our  opponents. 

We  have  given  a  report  of  this 
debate  some  prominence,  as  in  our 
opinion,  contests  such  as  this  will 
go  a  long  way  towards  keeping  the 
O.A.C.  in  the  esteem  of  other  Lmi- 
versities,  and  will  serve  as  a  proof 
that  we  not  only  learn  to  cultivate 
the  soil  in  an  efficient  manner  but 
that  we  do  not  neglect  the  culture 
of  the  mind.

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Provincial  Legislature  Visits  the  College 

OUTSTANDING  EVENT  IN  THE  HISTORY  OE  THE  COLLEGE 


DR.  CHRISTIE  SHOWING  THE 
LETTER  TO  ONE  OF  OUR 
VISITORS 


HE  serious  responsibility  of  enter¬ 
taining  most  of  the  Government 
was  bravely  carried  through  by  the 
College  on  Wednesday,  Feb.  20,  when 
three  large  bus  loads  of  members  of  par¬ 
liament  arrived  to  see  our  campus.  The 
visit  was  sponsored  by  the  Hon.  John 
S.  Martin,  Minister  of  Agriculture. 
Pleasant  anticipation  was  the  strongest 
of  the  mingled  emotions  we  felt  upon 
the  arrival  of  the  governmental  party  at 
1.00  p.m. 

The  first  and  most  outstanding  item 
of  the  afternoon’s  entertainment  for  the 
party  was  luncheon  in  the  dining  hall. 


A  repast  was  provided  of  which  the 
menu  was  composed  of  foodstuffs  pro¬ 
duced  by  the  college.  After  the  meal. 
Doctor  Christie  made  a  speech  of  wel¬ 
come  to  our  guests.  He  pointed  out 
that  many  of  the  members  of  parliament 
were  here  for  the  first  time,  which  added 
to  the  importance  of  the  visit.  Ontario 
should  be  proud  of  the  O.A.C.,  which 
is  the  largest  agricultural  college  in  the 
BrTish  Empire.  Our  latest  development 
was  graduate  work,  and  we  have  been 
selected  as  the  college  to  which  a  number 
of  men  will  be  sent  from  England  for 
graduate  studies.  The  capacity  of  the 
college  was  being  overtaxed.  The  dining 
had,  seating  five  hundred  and  fifty,  was 
full  every  day;  it  had  been  necessary  to 
turn  would-be  students  away  from  the 
courses  in  baking  and  poultry,  and  our 
dormitories  were  full.  The  college,  to 
fulfil  its  purpose,  should  train  a  boy  or 
girl  from  every  township  in  the  prov¬ 
ince.  Doctor  Christie  then  read  us  some 
questions  asked  in  a  letter  by  a  16-year- 
old  poultry  farmer,  as  being  typical  of 
the  complete  information  expected  from 
the  College  on  agricultural  subjects: 

1.  Are  3  lbs  of  cod  liver  meal  a  sat¬ 
isfactory  substitute  for  1  pint  of  cod 
liver  oil  in  preparing  100  lbs  of  poultry 
mash  ? 

2.  How  much  alfalfa  meal  should  be 
included  in  100  lbs  of  poultry  mash? 

3.  Please  supply  some  information 
concerning  the  new  ‘Canadian'  incuba¬ 
tor. 

4.  Is  the  keeping  of  poultry  under 
artificial  light  during  the  winter  a  defin¬ 
ite  factor  in  the  falling:  off  of  summer 
laying  ? 

5.  Should  corn  be  fed  to  hens  when 
their  eggs  are  being  used  for  incubation? 
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6.  Is  the  raising  of  poultry  for  egg 
production  a  sound  proposition : 

7.  Should  not  poultry  thieves  be  pun¬ 
ished  more  severely?  (applause.) 

Up-to-date  questions  such  as  these, 
said  Doctor  Christie,  must  be  answered 
in  the  light  of  the  facts  of  the  hour. 

Hon.  John  S.  Martin  was  the  next 
speaker.  As  the  sponsor  of  the  visit,  he 
told  us  that  he  had  planned  and  hoped 
for  it  for  many  years.  Referring  to  the 
sights  of  the  college,  he  said  that  the  in¬ 
habitants  of  Macdonald  Hall  were  un¬ 
doubtedly  the  prize  winning  exhibit, 
with  the  boys  in  second  place.  The 
efficiency  of  our  dining-hall  was  of  the 
highest  order  and  the  food  supplied 
could  not  be  surpassed  by  any  restaurant 
in  Toronto.  Referring  to  the  past  work 
of  the  O.A.C.  he  reminded  us  that  grains 


originated  at  the  college  covered  probab¬ 
ly  75%  of  the  grain  acreage ‘of  the  prov¬ 
ince,  and  in  addition  were  widely  mown 
outside  of  Ontario.  Work  at  the  O.A.C. 
must  go  on.  Money  would  be  needed 
for  this  purpose,  and  members  of  the 
house  should  unite  on  a  forward  policy 
with  regard  to  agriculture.  He  called 
for  the  support  of  all  M.P.’s  in  this  re¬ 
gard. 

W.  E.  X.  Sinclair,  leader  of  the  Lib¬ 
eral  party  was  unavoidably  absent,  and 
N.  L.  Newman  spoke  in  his  place.  He 
told  us  that  when  a  young  man  he  had 
met  Doctor  Mills,  and  so  his  connection 
wi  th  the  O.A.C.  was  of  long  standing. 
He  reminded  us  that  it  was  the  Liberal 
party  who  had  led  the  way  in  expendi¬ 
ture  upon  agricultural  legislation.

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being-  absent,  J.  W.  Widdifield  of  his 
party  made  a  brief  speech. 

Hon.  Geo.  S.  Henry  spoke  in  place  of 
Premier  Ferguson,  who  had  been  advis¬ 
ed  by  his  physicians  not  to  make  the 
trip.  The  Minister  of  Highways  assur¬ 
ed  us  that  his  chief  was  here  in  spirit  if 
not  in  person.  He  suggested  that  if  the 
visit  had  been  made  two  weeks  previous¬ 
ly  the  recent  speeches  of  the  opposition 
in  the  House  would  have  been  less  fiery. 
It  was  admitted  that  the  Liberal  party 
had  done  much  for  the  college,  but  the 
Conservative  party  had  brought  it  to  its 
present  efficient  stage.  Agriculture 
should  not  be  made  ?j  political  football, 
and  indeed  it  had  never  been  looked  on 
as  such.  A  former  Minister  of  Agricul¬ 
ture,  he  was  now  a  highwayman.  Fol¬ 
lowing  the  traditions  of  his  calling,  he 
was  generous  with  money,  in  fact  he  was 
looked  on  as  a  great  spender.  He  prom¬ 
ised  to  steer  funds  in  the  direction  of 
agriculture  if  the  opportunity  came  his 
way.  As  a  former  student  of  the  O.A. 
C.,  he  had  never  lost  a  feeling  of  identity 
with  its  interests,  and  when  Dr.  Christie 
presented  his  slate  there  would  be  no 
difficulty  in  getting  it  approved,  as  three 
farmers  had  cabinet  posts.  He  had 
had  a  great  time  when  a  stud¬ 
ent  at  the  O.A.C.,  and  congratulated 
us  upon  the  great  improvement  in  the 
food.  He  thanked  Dr.  Christie  for  the 
opportunity  of  visiting  the  College  which 
had  been  provided  and  suggested  that 
the  House  should  come  to  the  O.A.C. 
more  frequently,  as  such  visits  would 
have  an  influence  on  the  agricultural  life 
of  the  province  due  to  what  was  seen 
and  heard  here  bv  the  members  of  the 
legislature. 

At  the  conclusions  of  their  speeches, 
Hon.  John  S.  Martin  was  presented 
flowers  by  Miss  Gertrude  Stephenson  of 
New  Liskeard,  W.  L.  Newman  received 
flowers  from  Miss  Ncrah  Vickers  of 


British  Columbia,  Miss  Molly  Ross  of 
New  Brunswick,  made  a  presentation  to 
Mr.  Widdifield,  and  Hon.  Geo.  S.  Henry 
received  a  bouquet  from  Miss  Grace 
Sedgwick  of  South  Africa,  thus  showing 
the  far  flung  attraction  which  Macdon- 
aid  Hall  holds  for  students  in  home 
economics. 

The  party  then  were  shown  over  the 
various  buildings  on  our  campus,  a 
livestock  parade  being  featured  for  their 
benefit  in  the  Animal  Husbandry  judg¬ 
ing  pavilion.  The  recently  purchased 
850  pound  Yorkshire  boar  was  much 
admired  by  the  lawmakers. 

A  visit  to  the  Ontario  Veterinary  Col¬ 
lege  followed,  where  Dr.  McGilvray  was 
their  host.  The  house  then  adjourned 
to  Memorial  Hall,  where  tea,  served  by 
Macdonald  Hall  students,  was  partaken 
of  with  great  gusto,  after  which  our 
guests  returned  to  Toronto. 

We  hope  our  legislative  assembly  en¬ 
joyed  their  visit  to  the  campus,  and  hope 
they  will  come  again  in  the  near  future. 

1  hat  our  visitors  enjoyed  their  visit, 
and  that  it  did  a  great  deal  of  good  is 
shown  by  the  following  letter :

THE  BUTCHER  BIRD 


FOR  REVIVALISTS 

Right  there  is  the  essence  of  bird- 
lore;  you  may  be  aged  to  your 
twenties,  you-  may  never  have  mea¬ 
sured  a  bird’s  wing,  nor  described 
its  nest  nor  blown  its  eggs;  you  may 
never  have  left  a  finger-print  on  the 
cases  of  stiff  and  lustreless  bird- 
skins  in  our  museum;  but  if  wild 
wings  still  touch  you  there  is  hope 
of  reviving  this  simple  enrichment 
of  out-door  experience.  A  Canadian 
should  as  a  point  of  pride  and  cul¬ 
ture,  if  not  of  simple  pleausre,  get 
himself  acquainted  with  Canada’s 
wild  fowl.  We  are  dead  and  alive, 
as  our  correspondence  are,  and  here 
is  a  correspondence  which  even  if 
it  becomes  occasional  to  such  gradu¬ 
ates  as  dairvmen,  dock-hands  and 
dietitians,  should  not  be  broken  off. 
Am  I  too  credulous  in  thinking  that 
a  number  of  readers  of  the  Review 
plan  to  widen  their  horizon  in  bird- 
lore  this  spring  and  summer?  It 
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was  not  by  a  choice  but  by  pressure 
of  necessity  that  ornithology  was 
dropped  from  the  curriculum.  It 
is  my  pleasant  duty  to  plead  for  the 
traditions  of  the  field  naturalist  in 
these  days  of  narrow  specialization. 

Wiggam  says  that  he  sees  by  the 
ferris-wheel  that  mankind  was  not 
made  to  go  to  Sunday-school.  I  see 
by  the  loneliness  of  the  local  woods 
that  collegiate  mankind  is  not  made 
for  the  school  of  the  open  spaces 
or  scorns  its  birthright  most  of  the 
year.  But  the  bright,  warm  noons 
and  moons  of  April  are  irresistible. 
Twice  have  I  seen  the  spring  feel¬ 
ing  come  to  the  college;  twice  have 
I  witnessed  the  outburst  of  walking 
abroad.  But  the  strollers  seemed 
to  mince  along  the  road  ever  at¬ 
tentive  to  the  mud  as  if  their  heads 
were  of  clay  and  their  feet  of  fine 
gold.  Shortly  they  would  return  to 
the  residence  with  little  income  but 
fresh  air.

Of 
course  there  are  always  fanciful 
folks  who  ignore  these  features  with 
a  vast  ignorance,  and  for  whom  the 
pussy  willow  does  whisper  to  the 
catkins.

rationality.  Birds  are,  after  all,

die  in  a  violent  world  where  life  is 
likened  to  islands  in  a  sea  of  death. 
The  soul  of  that  “first  fine  careless 
rapture”  is  simply  sex-urge.  Their 
appeal  is  surely  not  to  moral  senti¬ 
ments,  it  lies  in  their  parcel  of  sheer 
beauty  and  the  wild  romance,  and 
abandon  of  untrammelled  life  awing. 

The  true  appreciation  of  natural 
things  is  no  everyday  faculty.  In 
some  people  the  rolling  drum-beat 
of  the  cock-patridge  has  no  response. 
The  V-line  of  honking  Canada  geese 
— cleaving  the  April  sky  like  a  frag¬ 
ment  of  some  huge  necklace  flung 
by  an  unseen  hand  from  clime  to 
clime — is  for  them  nothing  but  some 
migrant  water-fowl  or  potential 
dinners  in  the  blue. 

EARLY  BIRDS— COLLEGE 
VICINITY 

By  the  time  this  paper  reaches 
publication  the  first  peak  of  migra¬ 
tion,  which  follows  the  retiring 
snow-line,  will  be  completed.  It 
will  have  carried  the  Siskins  Pine 
Grosbeaks  and  Great  Gray  Owls,  and 
other  winter  visitors  back  toward 
their  sub-arctic  homes.  It  will  have 
warmed  our  permanent  residents 
from  grouse  to  chickadee  into  a  new 
lease  of  life.  It  will  have  sent  its 
influence  into  the  Mddle  States  and 
have  brought  us  back  our  common 
ground-feeders,  like  the  Marsh.  Hawk 
of  the  white  rump,  the  self-naming 
killdeer  plover,  the  splendid  red¬ 
wings,  the  song  sparrow,  most  num-

erous  of  land  birds,  and  the  robin, 
most  popular.  It  will  have  .brought 
north  the  rest  of  the  Snow  Buntings, 
the  larks  bound  for  Baffinland,  and 


the  Winter  Wrens,  Kinglets,  Jun- 
coes  and  Tree  Sparrows  bound  for 
Hudsonia.  Then  a  little  winter  will 
have  closed  in  again.  The  birds  will 
have  received  this  usual  reverse  and 
famine  with  the  same  far-centered 
soberity  that  marks  men  whom  a 
dream  has  possessed.  And  now 
April  approaches. 

FORECAST — EARLY  APRIL 
There  will  be  a  fine  line-up  of 
travellers  drift  in  at  this  time.  Last 
year  the  Phoebes  with  their  ready 
crests  and  jerking  tail  were  back 
here  in  March  with  a  new  amorous 
timbre  in  their  call-note.  The  poly¬ 
gamous  cowbirds,  the  vesper  spar¬ 
rows,  their  victims,  the  sapsuckers, 
and  the  shrikes  will  add  new  inter¬ 
est  to  your  bird-world.  The  flicker, 
that  great  feathered  ant-eater,  will 
go  back  to  her  tree  and  start  to 
gouge  a  nest  from  its  woody  heart. 
Domestic-minded  cock-robins  will 
be  seen  squatting  and  whirling  and 
chattering  to  themselves  in  recesses 
and  crotches  where  nests  might  be 
built.  The  winsome  bluebirds  will 
act  like  Kingbirds  on  calm  days  and 
use  the  perch-and-snap  method  on 
new-hatched,  flies,  as  I  have  observ¬ 
ed  repeatedly.  If  you  are  lucky  you 
may  have  the  pleasant  surprise  of 
meeting  the  Winter  Wren — a  tiny 
bird  like  the  common  house  variety, 
but  more  like  a  cinnamon  mouse 
that  can  bob  up  from  the  bottom  of 
a.  brush-heap  and  make  half  a  sugar- 
bush  ring  with  his  racy  grace  notes 
and  loud  “rippling  roundelay.”  Try 
to  find  the  big  Fox  Sparrow  in  the 
same  location  by  his  loud  unfamil¬ 
iar  chirp  and  noisy  scratching. 
Don  t  make  him  sullen  by  moving, 

>  down  and  let  the  old  curiosity 
take  its  course.

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Our  Changing  World  and  It’s  Problems 

WE  LIVE  INTERNATIONALLY — WHY  NOT  THINK 

INTERNATIONALLY  l 

Speech  by  J.  S.  Woodsworth,  M.  P. 


WHAT  was  probably  one  of  the 
most  thought-provoking  ad¬ 
dresses  delivered  this  year 
by  the  series  of  Sunday  afternoon 
speakers  w ho  have  addressed  the 
students  in  Memorial  Hall  of  late, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  S.  C.  A., 
was  delivered  on  Sunday  afternoon, 
February  9th,  by  Mr.  J.  S.  Woods¬ 
worth,  Labour  member  of  the  Dom¬ 
inion  Parliament  for  Winnipeg. 

Speaking  on  the  subject,  “Our 
Changing  World  and  its  Problems,” 
the  speaker  contrasted  the  world  of 
today  with  the  world  of  our  fore¬ 
fathers.  While  in  former  days  the 
individual,  the  community,  and  the 
nation  were  largely  independent,  in¬ 
sofar  as  material  necessities  and 
comforts  of  life  are  concerned,  to¬ 
day  we  find  them  dependent  on  the 
world  for  these  necessities  and  com¬ 
forts. 

In  illustration  of  this  statement 
"'•e  contrasted  the  farmer  of  today 
with  the  farmer  of  fifty  years  ago, 
showing  the  fallacy  of  the  oft-heard 
statement  of  the  independence  of  the 
farmer.  Fifty  years  ago  the  farmer 
grew  all  he  ate,  produced  all  his  own 
clothing,  made  his  own  rough  fur¬ 
niture,  and  fashioned  his  own  crude 
implements.  But  today,  what  a 
change!  People  from  the  uttermost 
parts  of  the  earth  have  a  part  in  the 
meal  which  is  placed  before  him. 
He  is  dependent  on  others  for  all  that 
he  wears,  for  all  his  implements  of 
production,  and  for  all  his  home 
furnishings. 

To  further  illustrate  the  interde¬ 


pendence  of  individuals,  communit¬ 
ies  and  nations,  Mr.  Woodsworth 
made  use  of  a  map  of  the  world 
which  gave  a.  comparison  of  the 
populations  of  the  countries  of  the 
world,  and  on  which  were  superim¬ 
posed  lines  indicating  the  principal 
trade  routes,  showing  the  countries 
of  the  world  to  be  no  longer  widely 
separated,  but  really  a  “vast  neigh¬ 
bourhood.”  He  pointed  out  that 
when  they  talk  wheat  in  Western 
Canada  they  also  talk  the  wheat  of 
Argentine  and  Russia,  for  their  pro¬ 
duction  very  materially  affects  our 
prices,  in  spite  cf  their  distances 
from  us. 

It  is  customary  for  the  victor  in 
battle  to  make  the  loser  pay  an  in¬ 
demnity.  The  only  way  a  nation 
can  pay  is  by  means  of  goods.  But 
when,  following  the  Great  War,  Ger¬ 
man  goods  began  to  flow  into  the 
Allied  countries  the  market  for  goods 
of  the  same  nature  manufactured  in 
these  countries  was  at  once  threat¬ 
ened.  Under  modern  conditions,  on 
account  of  close  relationship,  the 
speaker  maintained  that  you  couid 
not  hurt  your  enemy  without  hurt¬ 
ing  yourself.  Incidentally,  he  point¬ 
ed  out  that  trade,  in  the  long  run, 
must  balance,  and  he  argued  for  a 
freer  exchange  of  goods,  in  that  our 
neighbour’s  success  will  mean  our 
success. 

Yet,  while  this  world  has  become 
“one  vast  neighbourhood,”  insofar 
as  material  things  are  concerned,  we 
have  not  yet  learned  to  think  in 
terms  of  the  world.  We  are  still 
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thinking  in  terms  of  the  community 
and  the  nation.  We  must  learn  to 
think  internationally,  as  well  as 
trade  internationally.  We  are  think¬ 
ing  rivalry  rather  than  co-operation. 
Our  petty  national  jealousies  must 
be  submerged  and  “we  must  learn 
to  live  together  as  brothers,  or  there 
is  going  to  be  disaster,”  declared  the 
speaker.  • 

In  illustration  of  the  above  con¬ 
tention,  Mr.  Woodsworth  made  use 
of  a  chart  captioned,  “Political  Myths 
and  Economic  Realties.”  One  of 
the  striking  statements  on  this  chart 
was  “Everything  is  changed  in  the 
world  of  reality,  nothing  in  the 
world  of  ideas.”  On  the  left  of  the 
chart  was  a  figure  called,  “The 
Dumb-bell  Babv,”  representing  a  doll 
made  up  in  sections  to  indicate  the 
world  as  it  has  been,  with  definite 
divisions  between  the  component 
parts.  This,  he  declared,  to  be  still 
the  world  of  our  thoughts.  On  the 
right  was  a  complex  organic  figure 
termed  the  “Geon”  (World  Being), 
representing  the  economic  world  of 
today,  and  figuratively  depicting  a 
human  body  with  its  organs.  The 
various  organs  of  this  figure  were 
compared  to  the  various  economic 
agencies  existant  in  the  world  to¬ 
day — the  heart  and  circulatory  sys¬ 
tem,  for  instance,  being  compared 
to  the  transportation  systems  of  the 
world,  the  digestive  system  to  con¬ 
sumption,  and  the  brain  to  the 


agencies  of  direction  and  manage¬ 
ment.  Co-ordination  of  the  various 
organs  of  the  body  is  absolutely  es¬ 
sential  in  order  that  life  may  con¬ 
tinue.  The  same  is  true  of  the 
economic  world.  The  trouble  today 
as  Mr.  Woodsworth  sees  it,  is  that 
the  Geon  hasn’t  developed  a  method 
of  thinking  in  keeping  with  the  other 
parts  of  his  body. 

When  we  come  to  religion  and 
politics  we  are  much  too  prone  to 
consider  the  opinions  of  our  fore¬ 
fathers  as  good  enough  for  us — in 
short,  we  want  to  keep  the  candle 
and  the  ox-cart.  But,  “it  is  only  as 
we  alter  the  methods,”  he  declared, 
“that  we  will  be  able  to  retain  the 
principles  of  our  forefathers.”  One 
of  the  greatest  laws  of  life  is  change 
or  die. 

“If  there  is  any  danger  in  Canada 
today,”  averred  the  speaker,  “it  is 
that  we  are  too  apt  to  rest  on  our 
laurels,  instead  of  getting  out  and 
tackling  the  tasks  which  are  con¬ 
fronting  us  now.”  These  tasks,  he 
pointed  out,  were  no  longer  merely 
Canadian  considerations,  but  in¬ 
volved  the  whole  world,  so  that  good 
citizenship  now  requires  much  wider 
thinking  than  one’s  own  immediate 
neighbourhood. 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Woodsworth 
summed  up  his  talk  in  the  slogan, 
“Last  century  made  the  world  a 
neighbourhood — this  century  must 
make  it  a  brotherhood.”

ON  Thursday  afternoon.  December 
29th,  1927,  a  meeting  was  held 
in  the  office  of  the  Deputy-Min¬ 
ister  of  Agriculture,  of  a  committee 
appointed  at  the  last  Agricultural  Rep¬ 
resentatives’  Conference,  to  consider  the 
matter  of  certain  scholarships  for  stud¬ 
ents  attending  the  Ontario  Agricultural 
College.  Those  present  were  W.  B. 
Roadhouse,  Dr.  J.  B.  Reynolds,  R.  S. 
Duncan,  J.  E.  Whitelock  and  W.  P. 
Macdonald. 

President  Reynolds  stated  that  the 
fund,  known  as  the  Massey  Fund,  being 
a  sum  of  money  placed  by  the  Massey 
Estate  at  the  disposal  of  the  college  for 
the  benefit  of  students,  had  now  reached 
proportions  in  excess  of  the  require¬ 
ments  for  loans,  which  were  the  origin¬ 


al  purpose  of  the  fund.  There  was 
available  the  sum  of  approximately 
$1,200  annually,  which  was  available  for 
purposes  other  than  loans.  It  was  felt 
that  this  money  might  properly  be  used 
as  a  scholarship  fund  to  assist  students 
in  taking  a  course  at  the  college  and  that 
this  would  in  accord  with  the  spirit  and 
intention  of  the  fund  The  question, 
therefore,  was  how  the  money  should 
be  divided. 

After  a  thorough  discussion  the  fol¬ 
lowing-  conclusions  were  arrived  at  by 
the  Committee. 

(1)  The  fund  should  be  divided  into 
scholarships  of  $50  per  year,  thus  mak¬ 
ing  scholarships  available  for  24  stud¬ 
ents,  first  year  only. 

(2)  The  scholarship  should  be  offered 
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only  to  students  entering  the  Associate 
two-year  course  at  the  Ontario  Agricul¬ 
tural  College. 

(3)  As  there  are  over  40  counties  and 
districts  and  only  24  scholarships  it  was 
decided  to  offer  the  scholarship  to  such 
counties  as  would  be  willing  to  duplicate 
the  amount  by  a  local  grant  from  the

Cohoe  made  an  excellent  showing, 
standing  fcur'h  in  a  class  of  forty-seven. 


County  Council  of  $50  a  year  for  a 
similar  purpose. 

(4)  This  scholarship  is  to  be  available 
to  any  boys  who  comply  with  the  ad¬ 
mission  conditions  of  the  Ontario  Agri¬ 
cultural  College  and  who  have  attended 
either  a  Short  Course  under  the  Ontario 
Department  of  Agriculture  or  taken 
Agriculture  in  High  School. 

(  5)  The  selection  of  boys  to  whom  the 
Scholarship  would  be  awarded  is  to  be 
made  by  a  committee  composed  of  the 
Agricultural  Representative,  the  Vrarden 
and  one  other,  to  be  selected  by  these 
two. 

(6)  Applications  are  to  be  invited 
locally  where  the  conditions  have  been 
compiled  with  and  the  selection  then 
made  by  the  committee  by  means  of 
written  examination  or  such  other 
method  as  they  feel  the  circumstances 
require,  depending  on  the  number  of 
applications. 

In  the  fall  of  1928,  thirteen  students 
entered  the  First  Year  of  the  Associate 
Course  under  the  Scholarship  arrange¬ 
ment,  as  follows:

A  Good  Vocabulary 


AN  adequate  vocabulary  is  an  out¬ 
standing  earmark  of  a  liberal 
education.  It  is  an  art  to  be  able 
to  clearly,  intelligently  and  rationally 
communicate  with  other  individuals,  or 
with  organizations — an  art  that  is  one 
of  the  greatest  tools  that  civilized  man 
has  at  his  disposal. 

It  is  our  ability  to  use  words  that 
form  a  basis  for  our  civilization.  All 
modern  methods  of  communication,  with 
all  their  branches  of  telegraph,  telephone 
and  radio,  are  essentially  built  upon  the 
ability  of  one  man  to  communicate  dir¬ 
ectly  with  another  by  speech,  and  the 
further  step  of  television  is  intended  to 
make  the  audible  part  more  pronounced 
by  making  it  visible. 

Through  a  long  and  varied  process  of 
development  our  language  has  acquired 


a  great  number  of  words  to  convey  deli¬ 
cate  shades  of  meanings;  and  nowadays 
we  have  delicate  meanings  to  convey.  It 
is  essential  that  wq  have  a  vocabulary 
at  our  finger  tips,  in  order  to  be  exact  in 
our  speech.  Nevertheless  a  common 
mistake  made  by  some  people  is  to  judge 
the  quality  of  a  man’s  education  by  the 
length  of  the  words  he  uses.  Better 
educated  people  pass  judgement  on  his 
choice  of  words.  They  know  that  a  fine 
appreciation  of  words  implies  a  fine 
selection  of  reading  and  a  fine  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  life  generally. 

When  we  reach  the  outside  world  and 
have  to  compete  with  other  people,  we 
will  realize  how  essential  is  the  ability 
to  express  our  ideas.  To  be  able  to  at¬ 
tain  preeminence  in  any  sphere  of  life 
one  must  be  able  to  express  oneself 
fluently  and  exactly,  and  be  able  to  suit 
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our  expression  to  various  kinds  of 
people. 

The  time  to  acquire  such  knowledge  is 
now.  At  no  time  in  our  future  will  our 
minds  be  as  susceptible,  our  surround¬ 
ings  as  conducive,  or  our  opportunities 

as  extensive  as  here  at  College.  V  e 
have  a  choice  of  a  good  literature  and 
can  find  a  little  time  to  devote  to  read¬ 
ing-  outside  the  direct  line  of  our  work. 
W  e  have  opportunities  to  speak  and  to 
debate  which  should  not  be  neglected. 


We  should  not  of  course  assume  that 
these  opportunities  will  be  lacking  later, 
but  it  is  necessary  to  get  started  now, 
the  habit  of  learning  the  use  of  words. 

One  notices  that  as  one  goes  up  the 
scale  of  the  educated,  there  is  less  ten¬ 
dency  to  indulge  in  profanity  in  express¬ 
ing  oneself.  Swearing  is  evidentlv  a 
sign  of  an  inadequate  vocabulary.  It  is 
easy  when  stuck  for  a  word  to  pass  it 
off  with  an  oath.  But  the  best  way  is  to 
know  how  to  say,  what  you  desire  to 
say,  directly. 


Examinations  are  Nearly  Here 


WILL  the  cat  catch  the  mouse,  or 
will  the  mouse  merely  fail  to 
escape  ? 

Thus  gloomily  run  the  reflections  of 
many  of  us  faced  with  the  problem  of 
exams  and  with  the  necessity  of  experi¬ 
menting  with  the  gentle  art  of  passing 
them. 

“Aha."  we  can  imagine  the  professors 
saying,  rubbing  their  hands  with  unholy 
glee,  “Now  we  will  have  a  chance  to 
try  our  little  artful  tricks  on  the  stud¬ 
ents.  Watch  'em  prance.”  And  we  get 
ready  unhappily,  to  prance. 

Beginning  with  the  hypothesis  that  a 
student  must  have  a  certain  amount  of 
material  in  his  head,  after  being  subject¬ 
ed  to  a  barrage  of  highly  explosive 
material  shot  over  the  dead  line  for  a 
length  of  time,  the  delicate  problem 
arises  of  fathoming  the  depth  of  the 
accumulation. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  no  other  method 
has  yet  been  devised  for  the  purpose  of 
delicately  extracting  from  the  student,  a 
representative  sample  of  his  knowledge, 
sufficient  to  justify  his  professor  in  fail¬ 
ing  or  passing  him.  But  this  is  so,  and 
we  must  accept  the  inevitable  gracefully, 
merely  hoping  that  our  answers  will 
satisfy. 

Nevertheless  it  is  interesting  to  note 


the  fallibality  of  examinations  as  shown 

J 

by  recent  experiments. 

Peter  Sandiford,  Professor  of  Educa¬ 
tional  Psychology  at  the  University  of 
Toronto  says  in  his  recent  book: 

“In  the  English  Department  of  the 
University  of  Toronto  the  same  subject 
was  set  for  an  essay  in  different  years. 
An  essay  which  had  secured  a  mark  of 
80  in  one  year  was  coppied  by  a  student 
in  another  year  and  handed  in  as  his 
work.  The  mark  given  to  it  the  second 
time  was  39.” 

There  follow  numerous  instances  of 
a  similar  sort.  However,  Professor 
Sandiford  justifies  examinations  for  the 
two  reasons :  they  are  an  incentive  to 
studv,  and  are  training  in  written  com- 
position,  but  he  insists  that  no  examina¬ 
tion  can  be  a  true  measure,  in  all  cases, 
of  ability  or  progress. 

However,  educationalists  are  not 
pessimistic.  They  believe  that  eventually 
a  better  system  will  be  worked  out. 
Many  prominent  men  are  agreed  that  at 
least  two  things  should  now  be  adopted : 
firstly  that  the  pass  mark  can  be  shifted 
to  suit  the  case,  and  secondly  that  a  large 
number  of  questions  be  assigned  with 
the  time  in  which  each  should  be  done, 
this  time  being  at  least  25%  longer  than 
the  professor  takes  to  do  it. 
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To  all  those  who  are  soon  to  be  inflicted  tend  our  very  best  wishes  for  success, 
with  these  painful  investigations  we  ex-

In  the  O.A.C.  Review  of  March, 
1890,  we  read  the  following  editor¬ 
ial: — 

“On  an  eminence  about  one-and- 
a-half  miles  from  the  City  of  Guelph, 
and  overlooking  it,  in  the  very  heart 
of  an  excellent  stock-raising  district, 
within  a  short  distance  of  several 
fine  farms,  in  the  midst  of  environ¬ 
ments  conducive  to  the  development 
of  the  best  methods  of  agriculture, 
is  situated  the  Ontario  Agricultural 
College  and  Experimental  Farm. 
Near  the  farm  is  the  celebrated  herd 
of  Hereford  cattle  owned  by  F.  W. 
Stone,  Esq.,  Guelph.  Not  far  away 
a  splendid  herd  of  Devons  is  to  be 
seen,  owned  by  Mr.  Rudd.  If  stud¬ 
ents  wish  to  see  Galloways  of  first- 
class  qualities,  a  ten-minute  walk 
will  bring  them  to  Mr.  McCrae’s 
farm.  Continuing  the  walk  for 
about  three  miles  the  noted  stud  of 
Clydesdales,  owned  by  Messrs.  D. 
and  0.  Sorby,  may  be  seen.  Not  to 
mention  other  noted  breeders  of 
pure-bred  stock,  such  as  Messrs. 
Arkell,  Laid  law,  Whitelaw,  and 
others,  including  the  stock  on  the 
Farm,  it  is  seen  that  the  surround¬ 
ings  of  students  while  here  are  such 
as  will  develop  a  taste  for  the  stock, 
and  stock  of  a  good  quality.  This 
is  no  small  matter  when  a  farmer  is 
considering  where  he  will  educate 
his  son  for  the  farm.” 


We  also  read  in  the  “Local  News” 
the  following  interesting  items: 

“In  deference  to  the  advice  of  the 
authorities  at  Toronto  the  Conver¬ 
sazione  will  not  be  held  this  term. 
The  dance  was  distinctly  forbidden.” 

“In  all  seriousness,  though,  surely 
round  an  Institution  of  this  nature, 
a.  Model  Farm,  a  few  dollars  might 
be  spent  on  a  sidewalk,  and  thus 
save  the  fearful  floundering  through 
the  deep  mud  that  we  have  lately  ex¬ 
perienced.” 

In  the  O.A.C.  Review  for  March, 
1910,  we  read  under  the  heading 
“Conversazione”  in  College  Life 
column : 

“One  might  criticize  the  appear¬ 
ance  in  this  number  of  two  reports 
on  the  conversat.  Yet  there  is  not 
much  room  for  grievance,  because 
mere  man  has  written  this  account, 
whilst  the  color  artists  of  Macdon¬ 
ald  Hall  have  subscribed  the  other. 
We  shall  confine  our  comments  to 
the  subject  of  the  conversant  in  gen¬ 
eral.

It  will  therefore  be  the  endeavour  of 
this  department  to  comment  in  general 
on  interesting  words  and  phrases,  and 
while  no  attempt  will  be  made  to  con¬ 
fine  these  comments  to  modern  ex¬ 
pressions,  it  is  hoped  to  derive  these 
whenever  opportunity  occurs.  Any 
readers  who  are  interested  and  wish  to 
find  out  the  meaning  or  derivations  of 
any  particular  word  or  phrase,  are  cord¬ 
ially  invited  to  send  them  in  and  the 
Department  will  endeavour  to  trace 
their  history. 

“SHE  KNOWS  HER  ONIONS.” 

Take  for  instance  that  well  known 
and  widely  used  phrase  “she  knows  her 
onions.”  Who  but  a  modern  could  in¬ 
vent  such  an  expression?  And  yet  we 
find  the  following  Old  English  rhyme 
written  about  the  time  of  Chaucer : 
“In  these  same  days  young  wanton 
gyrles  that  meet  for  marriage  be 
Do  searche  to  know  the  names  of  them 
that  shall  their  husbands  be ; 

Pour  onyons,  five,  or  eight  they  take, 
and  make  in  everyone 
Such  names  as  they  do  fancie  most  and 
best  to  think  upon. 

Then  nere  the  chimney  them  they  set 
and  that  same  onyon  then 


That  first  doth  sproute  doth  surely 
bear  the  name  of  their  good  man.'’ 

THE  STORY  OF  OUR  DAYS 
The  religion  of  our  ancestors,  the 
Anglo-Saxons,  appears  to  have  been 
a  combination  of  hero-worship  and 
sabaeanism,  or  the  worship  of  heaven¬ 
ly  bodies.  The  significance  of  Sun-day 
and  Mo(o)n-day — known  to  them  re¬ 
spectively  as  Sunnandaeg  and  Monan- 
daeg — will  hence  at  once  be  obivious. 

Tuesday  was  known  among  the  Ger¬ 
man  nations  as  Dingstag  or  Court  Day, 
on  account  of  the  popular  tribunals 
which  were  held  thereon,  but  it  was 
called  by  the  Anglo-Saxons  Tiuesdaeg. 
There  is  some  little  doubt  abou,t  the  ori¬ 
gin  of  this  name,  but  Tiue  is  variously 
supposed  to  be  Tyr,  one  of  the  twelve 
companions  of  Odin,  and  Tuisco,  a  deity 
praised  in  the  hymns  of  the  Teutons. 

Wodnesdaeg  was  consecrated  to  the 
great  Woden  or  Odin— the  “Furious 
One” — himself,  a  hero  worshipped  by 
all  the  Teutons,  who  attributed  to  him 
their  science  and  lore,  and  whose 
princes  considered  themselves  to  be  his 
progeny. 

Thursday — Thorsdaeg — owes  its  ori- 
in  to  Thor,  the  Thunderer,  many  tales 
of  whose  valiant  fights  with  demons 
and  giants  are  told.  His  thunderbolt 
was  a  hammer  which  he  wielded  with 
irresistible  force.  In  rank  he  immed- 
iatelv  follows  Odin. 

The  patron  deity  of  Freyadaeg,  as 
Friday  was  known,  was  Freyja,  the 
Venus  of  the  North,  the  goddess  of 
rain,  fertility,  and  peace  of  the  Norse¬ 
men.  She  is  alternatively  known  as 
Frigga,  and  was  the  wife  of  Odin. 

Lastly  we  have  Saeter,  from  whom 
our  word  Saturday  is  derived.  This 
deity  was  evidently  a  water-god.

The  big-  evening-  for  which  Year  '30 
had  been  planning  conspiring  and  schem¬ 
ing  since  early  last  fall,  at  last  arrived 
on  February  1.  In  many  a  huddle  had 
we  gathered  during  the  winter  evenings 
to  discuss  decorations,  lighting,  music, 
invitations,  refreshments,  punch  and 
what  have  you.  Tenderly  had  we  car¬ 
ried  the  tables  and  chairs  from  the  big 
room,  and  lovingly  massaged  the  much- 
tramped  floor.  With  a  far-away  look  in 
our  eyes  we  had  thrown  sandwiches  at 
the  howling  mob  in  the  gymnasium — the 
big  day  was  here  and  boy !  What  a  night 
we  were  expecting. 

It  was  felt  that  decorations  in  previous 
years  had  frequently  been  too  lavish  and 
florid  to  harmonize  well  with  the  noble 
proportions  and  simplicity  of  our  dining 
hall.  Accordingly,  with  the  assistance 
of  Mr.  Ed  Wilkes  ’27,  we  worked  out  a 
scheme  less  elaborate,  but  which  we  felt 
would  prove  more  effective.  The  lights 
were  rose  shaded,  and  a  basket  of  roses 
and  ferns  was  hung  from  each  chande¬ 
lier.  Trellises  in  the  form  of  Gothic 
arches  ornamented  the  windows  and 
ferns,  cyclamens  and  boxwood  trees 
embellished  the  corners  and  doorways. 

Promptly  at  8.30,  Julius  threw  a  cake 
of  ice  into  the  punch,  and  the  saxophones 


began  to  wail.  Promptly  at  2  a.m. 
Julius  scooped  up  another  ladleful  of 
punch  and  Gilbert  Watson’s  orchestra 
played  “God  Save  the  King,”  upon 
which  most  of  the  revelers  made  for  the 
door  and  the  rest  made  for  the  decora¬ 
tions.  The  interim  was  colorful,  confus¬ 
ed  and  tuneful.  Ghoulish  figures  in 
overalls  appeared  and  in  three  busy 
hours  the  dance  hall  was  the  dining  hall 
once  more,  duly  prepared  for  serving 
a  warm  nourishing  porridge  and  bread 
and  jam  breakfast. 

A  few  of  us — those  who  worked  on 
the  attic  floodlights  heard  the  Spirit  of 
the  Dining-  Hall  softlv  crooning  after  the 
dance.  As  a  blue  haze  of  profanity  came 
steaming  up  through  the  skylight,  be¬ 
neath  which  Baldy  Engel  and  his  merry 
mad  furnitures  hikers  had  the  sewing 
cabinets  in  a  hopeless  tangle,  we  heard 
a  far-away  voice  singing — 

“Life  is  but  a  dream. 

Make  that  dream  supreme ! 

You're  king  for  a  day.  ...” 

We  paused  spellbound.  Laughter,  danc¬ 
ing  feet,  chatter,  coquetry,  gleaming 
arms  and  shoulders,  bright  gowns,  all 
were  gone.

there  a  chance  to  lean  back,  smile  in¬ 
dulgently,  and  say  “Nonsense!” 

The  curtain  went  up  to  reveal  a  gang 
of  terrifying  buccaneers,  spending  a  free 
evening  in  community  singing  by  the 
sea  shore.  They  are  kept  well  in  hand 
by  their  reigning  monarch  (M.P.  Har¬ 
rison)  and  their  maid  of -all-work,  Ruth 
(Miss  Doris  Colliding).  At  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  his  term  of  21  years,  their 
callow  apprentice  Frederic  (M.P.  Clote) 
is  cast  loose  on  the  world  to  ply  his 
trade.

Those  horrible  pirates  are  back 
again  and  using  cave-man  tactics  on  the 
terrified  maidens.  Pirate  Ross  made 
his  struggle  so  realistic  that  a  large  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  audience  feared  lest  his  face

a  concerted  rush  into  matrimony  by  the 
timely  arrival  of  the  girls’  guardian, 
MajorGeneral  Stanley  (Irwin  Thomas) 
who  fulfils  his  deanlv  duties  by  stopping 
this  social  catastrophe  and  then  sings  a 
wonderful  and  complex  song.

Gilbert  pokes  gentle  fun  at  the 
tolerance  of  his  fellow  countrymen  of 
any  shortcomings  on  the  part  of  some¬ 
thing  with  two  legs  and  a  title  by  grant¬ 
ing  them  an  instant  pardon  from  all 
offended  parties.  At  this  point  everyone 
leaves  to  get  married,  and  the  curtain 
falls. 

For  especial  praise  we  would  like  to 
single  out  Mrs.  Evelyn  Dyce  (Mabel) 
whose  singing  was  wonderful.

S.  C.  M.  Conference 

A  Visit  of  Students  from  other  Colleges 


Our  campus,  the  birthplace  of  the 
Canadian  S.C.M.  was  again  the  scene  of 
a  delightful  experience  in  the  history  of 
the  movement,  on  the  week-end  of  Janu¬ 
ary  26th,  and  27th.  It  was  in  December 
1920  that  student  delegates  from  prac¬ 
tically  all  the  Universities  and  colleges 
in  the  Dominion  met  at  O.A.C.  and 
brought  into  being  the  Canadian  organ¬ 
ization  of  an  almost  world-wide  move¬ 
ment. 

This  year’s  small  conference  was  not 
national,  nor  even  regional  in  its  inter¬ 
ests,  but  was  nevertheless  a  precedent. 
Students  from  Toronto,  Western  and 
Alma  Colleges  came  by  train,  radial,  bus 
and  car  to  taste  the  thrill  of  conference 
atmosphere  and  O.A.C.  hospitality.  It 
was  the  first  small  conference  to  be  held, 
so  perhaps  the  novelty  aided  greatly  in 
its  success. 

The  guests  arrived  Saturday  after¬ 
noon,  and  after  registering  took  part  in 
the  opening  meeting  in  Macdonald  In¬ 
stitute  reading  room.  The  representa¬ 
tives  from  various  colleges  were  intro¬ 


duced  and  a  chairman  was  elected  for 
the  conference.  The  leaders  were  intro¬ 
duced,  and  each  gave  an  outline  of  the 
study  and  thought  in  which  he  was  going 
to  lead.  The  program  consisted  of 
three  main  addresses,  ‘‘The  Individual 
Search  for  God*’  by  Dr.  Thomas,  end¬ 
ing  with  the  thought  “God  is  the  Power 
that  you  see  in  man  and  movement  that 
leads  them  to  love  and  trust;”  “How 
Jesus  shows  us  God”  by  F.  J.  Moore-; 
“God  in  a  world  of  Science,”  Professor 
Speakman.  These  talks  roused  consid¬ 
erable  interest  and  were  followed  by  dis¬ 
cussion.  At  one  meeting  the  values  of 
various  activities  were  discussed,  and 
several  students  enthusiastically  spoke  of 
Elgin  House  Conference.  One  boy  said

Much  Dirty  Seed  Remains  in  Country 


ftainv  weather  during  the  summer 
and  fall  last  season  resulted  in  heavy 
weed  growth  all  over  Ontario  and  the 
crop  of  red  clover  particularly,  was 
dirtier  than  usual,  seed  buyers  report. 
On  this  account  more  than  the  usual 
amount  of  seed  was  rejected  by  these 
buyers,  who  realized  that  the  crop 
could  not  be  cleaned  up  to  meet  the 
standard  imposed  by  the  Government 
on  all  field  seeds  offered  for  sale 
through  the  seed  houses.  These  reject¬ 
ed  lots,  it  is  pointed  out,  constitute  a 
real  menace  as  there  will  be  consider¬ 
able  temptation  for  the  owner  to  offer 
them  to  a  neighbour  at  a  low  price  and 
thus  nullify  the  value  of  the  Seeds  Act 
which  was  designed  to  protect  the 
farmer  purchaser  of  seeds.  It  is,  of 
course,  strictly  against  the  law  to  of¬ 
fer,  ungraded  seed  for  sale  but  this  il¬ 
licit  selling  is  hard  to  check  up. 

Because  of  the  amount  of  this  reject¬ 
ed  seed  in  the  country  farmers  are 
warned  to  take  every  precaution  in 
securing  their  supply  for  spring  sow¬ 
ing  this  season.  “Good  seed,”  points 
out  a  bulletin  issued  by  the  Ontario 
Department  of  Agriculture,  “means 
clean,  fresh,  plump,  well  graded  sound 
seed  of  the  best  varieties.”  If  it  is 
graded,  and  if  so,  it  will  be  plainly 
stated  on  the  bag,  the  buyer  knows  that 
the  stock  lie  is  buying  has  been  tested 
and  approved  in  one  of  the  five  Gov¬ 
ernment  Seed  Laboratories  scattered 
over  the  country  at  which  samples  of 


all  seed  offered  for  sale  by  reliable 
source  must  be  tested.  These  Govern¬ 
ment  Laboratories  are  also  at  the  ser¬ 
vice  of  the  farmer  and  will  test  up  to 
three  samples  of  seed  for  him  free  of 
charge.  Officials  of  the  Seed  Branches 
urge  that  advantage  be  taken  of  this 
service  where  the  farmer  is  doubtful  of 
his  supply  of  seed. 

Undoubtedly  much  of  the  spread  of 
weeds  throughout  the  country  in  recent 
years  is  due  to  the  purchase  of  ungrad¬ 
ed  seed  from  a  neighbor.  The  buyer  of 
such  seed,  unwittingly,  adds  to  the 
number  of  these  soil  robbers  on  his 
own  farm.  The  seed  offered  to  him 
may  look  fairly  clean  to  the  unpractised 
eye ;  a  handful  held  up  to  the  light,  ap¬ 
pearing  to  be  all  clover.  But  one 
should  remember  that  our  verv  worst 

• j 

weeds  produce  seeds  about  the  same 
size  and  weight  and  often  the  color  of 
the  clover  and  because  of  this  they  are 
hard  to  remove  and  are  therefore  dan¬ 
gerous.  In  the  Government  laboratory 
no  casual  hand  inspection  is  given,  but 
a  representative  sample  is  put  under 
the  microscope  and  if  it  does  not  come 
up  to  the  high  standard  required  by  the 
government  the  lot  represented  by  that 
sample  is  rejected.  One  can  only  be 
safe  by  insisting  on  Government  grade 
seed,  and  the  fact  that  the  regular  seed 
trade  has  rejected  more  red  clover  seed 
this  vear  than  usual,  on  account  of  the 
prevalence  of  weeds  seeds,  should  make 
one  doubly  suspicious  of  anything  that 
is  offeree)  at  a  bargain  price. 


All  Cleaning  Plants  at  Farmers  Disposal 


Being  as  anxious  as  the  farmer  to  improve  the  quality  of  seed  grown  in 
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this  Country,  as  their  whole  business 
depends  on  products  of  the  very  highest 
quality,  seedsmen  announce  that  their 
seed-cleaning  plants  scattered  through¬ 
out  Ontario  are  at  the  services  of  the 
farmer.  The  most  modern  machinery 
has  been  installed  in  these  plants  and 
they  are  operated  by  skilled  help.  With¬ 
out  being  under  any  obligation  to  sell 
or  buy  through  the  seedsmen  concerned, 
the  farmer  is  invited  to  have  his  seed 
cleaned  at  these  plants  at  a  nominal 
charge  and  thus  save  the  expense  of 
erecting  duplicating  community  plants 
and  engaging  operators. 

There  has  been  some  agitation  re¬ 
cently  for  more  seed-cleaning  plants 
in  the  Province,  but  except  in  those 
areas  where  there  is  practically  no  seed 
grown,  seedsmen  point  out  that  the 
country  is  already  well  served. 
Throughout  every  seed-producing  area 
there  are  numerous  local  seed  buyers 
and  branches  of  the  big  seed  firms 
which  have  up-to-date  cleaning  mills 


and  other  facilities  for  putting  grain 
and  small  seeds  into  first-class  shape 
for  sowing.  Throughout  much  of  the 
year  they  are  standing  idle,  and  part¬ 
icularly  in  a  year  like  the  present  when 
seed  crops  are  lighter  than  usual,  Were 
will  be  plenty  of  opportunity  to  clean 
up  every  pound  of  seed  the  farmers 
will  sow  this  Spring.  In  this  case,  the 
grower  will  have  the  opportunity  of 
using  the  very^  best  machinery  possible 
at  a  nominal  cost  and  the  services  of 
skilled  operators,  with  no  investment 
of  his  own  funds.  Manv  seed  dealers, 
in  fact  are  quite  willing  to  reclean 
farmer’s  own  seed  grain  and  clover  for 
their  sowing  free  of  charge.  Seeds¬ 
men  point  out  that  their  interests  and 
the  interests  of  the  growers  are  ident¬ 
ical,  in  that  both  desire  to  improve  the 
quality  of  the  crops  grown,  and  they 
state  that  in  this  connection  there  is  no 
greater  factor  than  the  proper  cleaning 
of  the  seed  sown  on  the  farm. 


National  Health  Dependent  on  the  Dairy  Industry 


Speaking  at  the  Ayrshire  Breeders’ 
Association  banquet  held  in  Montreal, 
on  Thursday,  January  31,  the  Hon.  Dr. 
W.  R.  Motherwell,  Minister  of  Agricul¬ 
ture,  stated  that  while  the  dairy  in¬ 
dustry  in  Canada,  particularly  Eastern 
Canada,  has  been  holding  up  well  in 
the  matter  of  production,  prices  and 
quality,  during  the  year  just  passed, 
it  has  not  in  the  aggregate  quite  kept 
pace  in  production  with  the  growth  of 
our  population  and  tourist  traffic,  nor 
is  this  much  to  be  wondered  at  as  the 
latter  lias  been  very  pronounced. 

Signs  are  not  lacking,  however,  that 
with  the  constant  improvement  in  our 
dairv.  herds  (room  for  more  yet)  and 
quality  of  product,  which  latter  is  us¬ 


ually  associated  with  better  prices,  pro¬ 
duction  is  on  the  increase. 

It  is  generally  admitted  that  the  pub¬ 
lic  health  of  the  state,  and  the  contin¬ 
ued  fertility  of  the  soil,  are  both  close- 
ly  identified,  especially  in  older  areas, 
with  a  thriving  and  well  home  patron¬ 
ized  dairv  industry.  If  that  statement 
is  correct  generally,  and  I  think  it  is, 
then  it  would  appear  to  be  the  part  of 
wisdom  and  good  statecraft  that  when¬ 
ever  and  wherever  such  a  key  industry 
to  the  nations  well  being  as  Dairying, 
is  striving  for  its  place  in  the  sun  with 
another  industrv  or  interest  less  vital, 
then  the  major  interest,  if  any,  should 
prevail. 

This  was  what  happened  in  Canada 
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in  1923  when  the  oleomargarine  inter¬ 
ests  crossed  swords  with  the  dairy  in- 

V 

terest  and  while  there  were  arguments 
on  behalf  of  both  the  major  interests 
to  the  State, — butter — with  its  health 
giving  vitamines  and  vigor,  prevailed. 

And  every  unit  of  the  British  Em¬ 
pire,  yea,  almost  every  country  in  the 
world  that  makes  any  pretence  at  be¬ 
ing  in  the  dairy  business  is  rapidly 
coming  to  the  conclusion,  if  not  there 
already,  that  whatever  else  is  to  be  in¬ 
advertently  neglected  or  deferred  in 
the  life  of  a  country,  next  to  our  own 
children  in  importance,  comes  the  dairy 


cow  and  the  many  life  giving  forms  of 
sustenance  she  daily  supplies  the  hu¬ 
man  race. 

Notwithstanding  marked  improved 
production  in  rnanv  of  our  dairy  herds 
the  small  annual  average  production 
per  cow  in  Canada  as  compared  with 
such  countries  as  Denmark,  continues 
to  be  the  weakest  link  in  our  dairy 
chain.  Doubtless  the  introduction  five 
or  six  years  ago  of  the  principle  and 
practice  of  advanced  registration  in 
dairy  sires  will  soon  effect  substantial 
improvements  in  this  respect. 


The  Saddle  and  Sirloin  Club  Medal  Essay  Contest 


The  Saddle  and  Sirloin  Club  of  Chic¬ 
ago  offer  a  gold  medal,  a  silver  medal 
and  a  bronze  medal  for  the  three  best 
essays  submitted  in  their  Essay  Con¬ 
test,  and  to  the  college  submitting  the 
largest  number  of  essays  among  the 
best  twenty,  they  award  a  cup. 

Dr.  Christie  is  anxious  that  as  many 
students  as  possible  should  enter  this 
contest.  The  subject  is,  however,  such 
as  appeals  chiefly  to  students  in  An¬ 
imal  Husbandry.  For  1929  the  subject 
is : 

* '  THE  EYE  OF  THE  MASTER  FAT¬ 
TENS  THE  CATTLE” 

The  essays  are  to  be  at  least  fifteen 
hundred  words  (approximately  six 
pages)  in  length,  and  the  essay  is  to  be 
handed  in  by  November  the  1st.  If 
essays  are  handed  to  the  Registrar,  he 
will  see  that  they  are  forwarded  to  the 
committee  of  judges. 


The  advantage  of  taking  part  in  this 
contest  needs  scarcely  be  pointed  out. 
It  will  almost  certalnlv  mean  verv  much 
to  the  student  in  the  improvement  of 
his  style,  and  it  will  lead  him  to  spec¬ 
ialize  in  a  study  of  the  subject  assign¬ 
ed.  To  win  this  contest  will,  to  quote 
the  word  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Col¬ 
lege,  be  “a  feather  in  his  cap.”  The 
essays  of  the  three  highest  winners  are 
published,  with  photographs  of  the  win¬ 
ners  in  the  bulletin  containing  the  an¬ 
nouncement  of  the  results,  and  this  bul¬ 
letin  goes  to  all  the  colleges  in  the  States 
and  Canada.  I  should  like  to  see 
everv  student  who  is  taking  Animal 
Husbandry  enter  this  contest.  Profes¬ 
sor  Steckley  will,  I  know,  be  glad  to 
give  assistance  to  those  who  enter,  and 
the  Department  of  English  will  under¬ 
take  to  glance  over  all  the  essays  be¬ 
fore  thev  are  submitted. 


Getting  Started  With  Package  Bees 

If  package  bees  are  expected  to  be-  the  bees  are  expected  to  arrive,  ar- 
come  producers  the  first  season,  they  rangements  should  be  made  with  the 
should  be  obtained  as  soon  as  possible  nearest  custom’s  official  and  express 
after  the  third  week  in  April.  Before  agent  for  the  immediate  release  and  de- 
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livery  of  the  bees  when  they  arrive.  It 
is  also  important  that  all  equipment 
necessary  for  the  hiving  of  the  bees, 
be  read}'  to  receive  them.  When  the 
bees  are  received,  smear  the  screening 
of  the  package  with  thin  sugar  syrup 
or  water  and  then  stand  them  in  a  cool 
shady  place  until  evening.  When  ready 
to  release  the  bees,  take  the  package  to 
the  apiary  and  stand  them  alongside 
the  hives  they  are  to  occupy.  Each 
hive  should  contain  five  or  six  drawn 
combs  or  full  sheets  of  foundation.  Now 
remove  the  feeder  can  from  the  first 
package  and  then  take  out  the  small 
queen  cage,  remove  the  covering  from 
the  candy  hole  of  this  cage  and  make 
a  small  opening  through  the  candy  to 
the  compartment  containing  the  queen 
and  her  attendants.  Hang  the  queen 


cage  between  the  frames  in  the  hive  and 
shake  a  few  bees  from  the  package  on¬ 
to  the  frames.  Now  place  the  package 
upside  down  in  the  hive  alongside  the 
frames,  resting  one  end  of  the  pack¬ 
age  on  a  small  block  of  wood  so  the  bees 
may  escape  from  it  easily.  Cover  the 
hive  and  reduce  its  entrance  to  about 
one  inch.  Follow  this  procedure  until 
all  the  bees  are  released.  The  empty 
cages  may  be  removed  from  the  hives 
the  following  day  and  replaced  with 
combs  or  foundation,  but  do  not  dis¬ 
turb  the  bees  for  at  least  a  week.  Re¬ 
member  that  package  bees  will  require 
feeding  especially  if  they  are  released 
on  foundation  only.  If  combs  of  honey 
are  not  available,  sugar  syrup  should 
be  used  liberally.

Experimental  work  carried  on  at  the 
Poultry  Division,  Experimental  Farm, 
Ottawa,  to  determine  the  amount  of 
time  that  should  elapse  between  the 
completion  of  the  hatch  and  the  giving 
of  first  feed,  has  shown  some  interest¬ 
ing  results. 

An  experiment  carried  on  during 
1925  gave  rather  indefinite  results  but 
showed  no  greater  mortality  on  feed¬ 
ing  after  twenty-four  or  thirty-six 
hour  periods  than  when  the  birds  were 
starved  for  a  longer  time. 

A  continuation  of  this  experiment 
during  1926  showed  the  greatest  gain 
in  weight  up  to  three  weeks  of  age  to 
be  made  by  chicks  fed  twenty-four 
hours  after  the  completion  of  the 
hatch.  The  weight  gains  decreased 
gradually  until  forty-eight  hours  after 
which  point  decrease  in  weight  gains 
was  marked.  Mortality  was  equal  for 
all  lots  excepting  the  last  feed  in  which 
lot  there  was  a  slight  increase. 


This  experiment  was  again  contin¬ 
ued  during  1928.  In  this  case  the  great- 
gain  was  made  by  the  birds  fed  sixty 
hours  after  hatching  followed  by  those 
fed  seventy-two,  twenty-four,  forty 
and  ninety-six  hours  after  hatching  re¬ 
spectively.  Mortality  was  equal  and 
greatest  for  the  birds  fed  forty  and 
seventy-two  hours  after  hatching  with 
those  fed  sixty  and  ninety-six  hours 
next  in  order.  These  was  no  mortality 
amongst  those  birds  fed  twentv-four 
hours  after  hatching.  In  no  case  did 
the  birds  starve  until  ninety-six  hours 
after  hatch  compare  favourably  with 
the  earlier  fed  lots. 

The  results  obtained  to  date  would 
seem  to  indicate  that  chicks  may  be 
fed  as  early  as  twenty-four  hours  after 
hatching  with  no  harmful  results  either 
upon  weight  gains  or  mortality.  It  is 
just  possible,  however,  that  there  is  a 
happy  medium  in  the  neighborhood  of 
from  thirty-six  to  forty-eight  hours  af- 
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ter  hatching.  These  results  seem  to  in-  be  looked  upon  more  as  a  fortunate  cir- 
dicate  that,  the  fact  that  chicks  will  go  cumstance  which  permits  of  shipping 
as  long  as  one  hundred  hours  or  more  over  great  distances  rather  than  the 
before  receiving  their  first  feed  is  to  best  method  of  husbandry. 

The  Use  of  Commercial  Fertilizers  in  Tob  acco  Growing  Pays 


The  fact  that  tobacco  responds  im¬ 
mediately  to  both  the  quality  and  an¬ 
alysis  of  its  plant  food  emphasises  t-he 
importance  of  the  judicious  use  of  com¬ 
mercial  fertilizers.  By  having  the  pro¬ 
per  home  or  commercial  mixture  the 
grower  can  influence  almost  at  will 
the  time  of  ripening,  the  yield  per  acre, 
the  quality  and  thickness  of  the  tobac¬ 
co  leaf. 

Good  quality  tobacco  must  make  a 
rapid,  continuous  growth  and  this  can 
be  accomplished  only  where  attention 
is  given  to  proper  fertilization.  With 
or  without  barn  yard  manure,  a  balance 
of  plant  nutrients  in  the  soil  must  be 
maintained  to  promote  satisfactory 
growth.  Experimentation  in  different 
tobacco  sections  shows  that  when  soils 
are  deficient  or  low  in  certain  elements, 
conditions  are  rendered  more  favorable 
to  physiological  disturbances  in  the 
plant.  This  may  be  illustrated  by 
“leaf  spot,”  “drought  spot,”  “sand 
drown,’’  and  “Frenching.”  Therefore 
when  the  deficiencies  of  the  elements 


involved  are  supplemented  by  the  use 
of  commercial  fertilizers,  composed  of 
the  right  materials,  the  plant  suffers 
less  from  disease  and  groAvth  is  more 
nearly  normal. 

This  need  of  a  careful  balance,  and 
the  requisite  supply,  has  a  very  marked 
effect  on  leaf  quality  and  yield.  Provid¬ 
ing  the  right  type  of  soil  is  chosen  for 
the  variety  or  type  to  be  grown,  the 
grower  should  not  have  to  sacrifice 
yield  for  high  quality  if  he  uses  the 
carefuly  balanced  formula.  His  object 
should  be  to  develop  a  maximum  weight 
of  highest  quality  leaf  at  the  least  pos¬ 
sible  cost,  thus  rendering  the  greatest 
profit  per  dollar  spent. 

From  experimental  work  on  the  Dom¬ 
inion  Experimental  Farms  with  the  var¬ 
ious  types  of  tobacco,  and  from  plots 
run  co-operatively,  results  show  a  net 
profit  ranging  from  $45.00  to  $24.00 
per  acre ;  for  every  dollar  spent  in 
fertilizer,  there  was  a  net  return  rang¬ 
ing  from  $1.25  to  $9.96.

“You  cannot  force  something  on  the 

consumers  they  do  not  want  and  ex- 

«/ 

pect  them  to  pay  a  high  price  for  it,” 
stated  Dr.  G.  I.  Christie  of  the  Ont¬ 
ario  Agricultural  College,  Guelph. 
“The  consumers  are  willing  to  pay  f He 
or  ten  cents  more  a  pound  for  qiiality 
products,  as  they  want  the  best,  but 
they  will  not  have  inferior  goods  forced 
upon  them.  I  witnessed  such  a  case 
when  I  was  in  the  United  States.  ’The 
people  there' were  paying  ten  cents  more 


for  Canadian  bacon  because  it  was  just 
that  much  better  than  their  own  bacon. 
There  is  a  good  market  in  that  country 
for  our  products,  but  they  must  be  of 
a  superior  grade,  as  they  have  plenty 
of  second  grade  there,  in  fact  the 
country  is  flooded  with  it,  and  it  is 
useless  for  Canadian  farmers  to  ship 
anything  but  high-class  beef  or  bacon 
to  the  United  States  markets. 

“I  was  on  a  committee  in  Indiana 
which  was  endeavoring  to  find  out 
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what  the  canneries  could  pay  for  ripe 
tomatoes  so  the  the  farmer  and  the 
canneries  would  both  have  a  fair  pro¬ 
fit/’  he  continued.  “We  found  out  that 
wrapped  green  tomatoes  were  worth 


.just  twice  as  much  as  ripe  tomatoes  at 
the  market.  The  idea  is  not  to  flood 
the  market  with  ripe  products,  but  to 
send  in  green  such  things  as  fruit  and 
tomatoes.”

We  wish  to  give  voice  to  a  question 
which  has  been  burning  within  our 
minds  since  the  first  day  of  our  resi¬ 
dence  at  Macdonald  Hall. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  history  of 
the  O.A.C.  Dining  Hall,  it  has  been  our 
lot  to  suffer  the  indignity  of  passing 
out  beneath  the  gaze  of  the  future 
agricultural  representatives  of  Canada, 
after  each  meal.  If  there  were  any  ap¬ 
parent  reason  for  this  audience  we

might  overlook  it;  but  as  yet  we  have 
been  unable  to  satisfy  ourselves  as  to 
whether  these  gazes  are  of  admiration 
or  of  criticism.  Examining  the  facts 
we  find  it  impossible  to  discover  one 
point  in  favour  of  this  practice,  but( 
there  are  several  in  its  disfavour. 

Firstly,  we  would  like  to  draw  your 
attention  to  the  fact  that  it  is  a  serious 
menace  to  the  Dining  Hall  steps.  Slow¬ 
ly,  but  surely,  they  are  being  worn  in¬ 
to  deep  hollows  by  the  lingering  feet 
of  each  succeeding  generation  of  bud¬ 
ding  B.S.A. ’s,  while  the  railing  trembl¬ 
es  at  the  slightest  touch. 

Secondly,  there  is  the  ever-important 
question  of  health.  Think  of  those  boys 
standing  out  in  the  coldest  blasts,  with¬ 
out  protection,  until  the  last  leisurely 
diner  has  jostled  her  way  through.  Re¬ 
call  the  serious  epidemic  of  mumps  last 
winter, — traceable  to  no  other  source 
than  this  undue  exposure.  Nor  is  this 


the  only  danger  to  their  health.  Their 
meals  are  eaten  so  hurriedly  that  we 
have  grave  doubts  as  to  whether  there 
is  the  maximum  utilization  of  their 
foodstuffs.  From  the  rush  for  the 
door,  we  are  able  to  conclude  that 
Fletcher  has  not  many  followers  among 
the  O.A.C.  men. 

Thirdly,  there  is  the  fact  that  never 
do  we  descend  the  steps  without  the 
feeling  that  sooner  or  later  we  will 
trip  at  the  top,  and  descend  painfully 
and  ungracefully  to  the  pavement  be¬ 
fore  the  assembled  throng.  This  very 
feeling  of  self-consciousness  may  cause 
this  fate  to  come  upon  us,  some  icy  day, 
with  who  knows  what  serious  results. 

It  is  quite  needless  for  me  to  go  into 
further  details  of  the  many  reasons 
why  we  object  to  the  custom.  Possibly 
we  each  have  a  different  and  purely 
personal  reason.  If  there  are  any  facts 
in  favour  of  this  practice,  we  should  be 
glad  to  hear  them,  and  we  hope  that 
anyone  who  may  have  something  fur¬ 
ther  to  say  on  the  matter,  either  for  or 
against,  will  not  be  backward  in  ex¬ 
pressing  his  or  her  views. 

There  is  an  old  saying  that  for  every 
ill  there  is  a  remedy.  We  sincerely  hope 
that  this  letter  may  be  the  means  of 
stirring  up  discussion  which  will  effec¬ 
tually  settle  this  question,  and  perhaps 
thus  save  our  future  sisters  of  the  Mac¬ 
donald  Hall  the  embarrassment  of  our 
first  months  in  residence.

WHITHER? 

For  countless  billions  of  years  there 
has  been  life  on  our  planet.  When  the 
seas  steamed  and  the  earth  was  still 
a  hot  ball  of  living  scum  formed  on  the 
waters.  Millions  of  years  later  vast 
primeval  plants  grew  on  the  cooling 
land  and  vast  primeval  reptiles  moved 
clumsily  in  the  tepid  seas.  As  the  earth 
slowly  cooled  into  conditions  we  are 
familiar  with,  life  spread  out  joyously. 
It  swarmed  over  the  land  as  giant  saur- 
ians,  it  took  to  the  air  as  curious  bird¬ 
like  animals,  it  dived  deep  in  the  seas 
as  the  first  fishes. 

Quite  lately  in  the  life  of  the  world 
mammals  appeared.  One  of  the  most 
recent  of  these  is  man.  A  kind  of  man 
existed  a  million  years  ago,  and  Homo 
Sapiens,  distinguished  by  his  first  in¬ 
vention,  the  use  of  tools,  evolved  some 
fifty  thousand  years  back. 

Thirty  thousand  years  elapsed  before 
man  made  his  second  great  discovery, 
fire.  Another  ten  thousand  and  he 
learnt  to  tame  animals.  The  pace  is 
quickening. 

Some  six  or  eight  thousand  years 
ago  man  began  making  things  over  and 
above  his  immediate  necessities.  He 
made  chariots  to  traverse  the  land, 
ships  to  sail  the  waves,  fine  clothes  for 
his  raiment.  Slowly  he  advanced.  The 
Egyptians  estimated  the  size  of  the 
earth ;  the  Romans  built  great  edifices, 
roads,  and  bridges;  the  Greeks  dis¬ 
covered  the  Six  Machines,  the  Lever, 
the  Inclined  Plane,  the  Wedge,  the  Pul¬ 
ley,  the  Wheel  and  Axle,  and  the  Screw. 

With  the  Dark  Ages  knowledge 
slumbered.  It  went  out  of  Europe  via 
Constantinople  into  the  hands  of  the 
Moslems,  and  came  back  again  through 
Spain. 


In  the  seventeenth  century,  three 
hundred  years  ago,  man  began  to  think 
again.  He  found,  for  instance,  that 
blood  ^circulated  in  the  body,  and  that 
gravitation  held  the  Universe  together. 

Little  more  than  two  hundred  years 
ago  a  discovery  comparable  to  that  of 
fire  was  made :  the  use  of  steam. 
Since  then  a  world  much  the  same  as 
Caesar  knew  has  been  transformed  in¬ 
to  the  world  of  our  parents.  The  even 
more  fundamental  discovery  of  elect¬ 
ricity  has  done  the  rest. 

The  world  has  been  changed  in  a  day. 
It  took  thirty  thousand  years  for  man 
to  advance  from  his  first  discovery  to 
his  second.  Now  we  see  the  latest  over¬ 
night  invention  in  our  morning  paper. 
Not  only  has  progress  been  accelerated, 
but  the  rate  of  acceleration  itself  is  in¬ 
creasing.  Our  ancestors  three  hundred 
years  'back  were  born,  lived  and  died 
without  noticing  any  change  in  partic¬ 
ular.  Our  great-great  grandfathers  it 
was  who  began  to  notice  the  world’s 
aspect  altering.  By  now  we  are  ac¬ 
customed  to  change,  but  its  ever-in¬ 
creasing  rapidity  still  amazes  us.

Cheese 


The  housekeeper  when  she  buys  as  is  the  case  with  many  other  foods, 
cheese  receives  full  value  for  her  mon-  Then,  too,  she  gets  value  from  a  nut- 
ey.  She  does  not  have  to  pay  for  waste  riti\re  standpoint;  it  contains  protein, 
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minerals,  vitamins  and  fat. 

Cheese  is  not  food  for  the  very 
young,  but  it  has  a  useful  place  in  the 
diet  of  the  active  school  child,  being  as 
it  is  the  source  of  energy  and  muscle¬ 
building  material.  It  is  important  as 
food  for  the  adult,  and  if  properly 
served  “  grown-ups”  who  take  a  mod¬ 
erate  amount  of  exercise  are  able  to 
eat  it  with  relish  and  without  fear  of 
digestive  disturbance.  The  prevalent 
idea  that  cheese  is  hard  to  digest,  has 
resulted  chiefly  from  a  lack  of  know¬ 
ledge  regarding  its  proper  use  and 
place  in  the  menu.  If  it  is  uesd  to  re¬ 
place  rather  than  supplement  other 
“hearty”  foods,  it  will  be  digested 
thoroughly  and  with  ease.  Where  cheese 
is  the  main  dish  of  the  meal,  vegetables 
are  excellent  accompaniments  and  a 
light  dessert  such  as  fruit  is  advisable. 

The  culinary  possibilities  of  cheese 
are  endless,  and  permit  of  great  var¬ 
iety.  A  cheese  dish  is  particularly  ap¬ 


petizing  on  a  cold  winter  evening,  and 
the  following  recipe  for  an  old  favour¬ 
ite  will  be  perhaps  a  helpful  suggestion 
to  some  housekeeper. 

Cheese  Pudding. 

1  cup  stale  bread  crumbs 

1  cup  grated  cheese 

2  cups  milk 

2  eggs 

2  tablespoons  butter 

14  teaspoon  mustard 

Salt. 

Beat  the  eggs  and  add  the  other  in¬ 
gredients.  Let  stand  in  a  buttered 
baking  dish  about  ten  minutes,  then  set 
in  a  pan  of  hot  water  and  bake  in  a 
moderate  oven. 

It  is  well  to  remember  that  dishes  con¬ 
taining  cheese  as  an  ingredient  should 
be  cooked  at  a  low  temperature  and  for 
not  too  long  a  time.  Care  in  this  re¬ 
gard  is  necessarv  to  satisfactorv  re- 
suits.

Question :  What  do  we  mean  by  the 
following  terms:  (a)  A  fertilizer,  (b) 
a  machine  — ,  etc. 

Answers : 

A  machine  is  a  motor  that  lifts,  pulls 
or  pushes  anything,  it  is  figured  out  in 
horse  power  (h.p)  such  as  talking  of  a 
gas  engine  having  a  3  h.p.  motor.

Moses,  wrote  on  Sinai.  Yet  who 
can  give  a  dictionary  of  their  chirps? 

The  Purple  Finches,  those  spar¬ 
rows  dipped  in  crimson,  and  their 
modest  spouses,  will  be  staging  their 
ballets  too  good  to  miss.  I  have  a 
record  in  early  appearance  of  the 
bicolored  Tree  Swallow  having  been 
seen  in  Eastern  Ontario  on  April 
3rd.  I  would  be  grateful  for  the 
dates  for  Guelph.  It  would  be  wrong 
to  conclude  without  mentioning  the 
Prairie  Horned  Lark.  To  know  this 
bird,  see  Chapman’s  “Birds  of  East¬ 
ern  North  America,”  and  then  get 
one  with  your  field  glasses. 

These  birds  deserve  your  attention 
because  they  sing  high  in  morning 
skies  like  the  Lark  of  Shelley,  be¬ 
cause  they  are  newcomers  from  the 
plains,  and  because  they  are  the 
ultimate  thing  in  protective  colour¬ 
ation.  They  come  back  in  February, 
mingle  awhile  with  the  drifting 
bands  of  snowbirds,  and  then,  with 
no  apparent  reason  for  such  haste, 
begin  to  nest  before  the  snow  is  all 
gone.
